The use of Canadian amrhuni 
tmn in a Japanese war souvenir 
rifle brought death to a well known 
farmer of the Milo district on Sun 
day, May 11. Russell James Smith, 
aged 56, was fatally injured in his 
farm yard when the weapon blew 
up and a part of the wooden casing 
severed his jugular vein. 

Mr. Smith’s son, Verne, a navy 
veteran had brought back the rifle 
as a souvenir. Having used up the 
Japanese ammunition that Verne 
had also brought back, the father 
and son decided to try Canadian 
ammunition in the weapon. It is 
believed that the first bullet fired 
stuck in the barrel and when a 
second shot was fired the rifle blew 
up. . Death was due to loss of blood 
and Coroner Dr. G. H. Farquhar- 
son, of Gleichen, stated no inquest 
would be necessary. The R.C.M.P. 
have stated that Japanese weapons 
are not constructed to handle Cana¬ 
dian ammunition and are considered 
dangerous to handle. 

Mr. Smith was born at Meadford. 
Ontario, and moved west to 
Youngstown in 1910. He married 
the former Ann Brotherston in 
1917 and in 1922 moved to the Milo 
district where he had since, re¬ 
sided. Surviving are his widow, 
Milo; two sons, I^wrence and 
Verne, both of Milo; two daughters, 
Mrs. K. S. Barrett, Melbourne, 
Australia, and Alexandra, Milo; 
one brother and four sisters. 

Funeral arrangements are in 
charge of the Snodrass Funeral 
Home.

other towns on that line are'all one hour ahead 
of us, as well as every major centre of population 
in the province. Vulcan, of course, is not obliged 
to follow the lead of these" other centres, but even 
the most rabid adherent of standard time will admit 
that uniformity in time between adiacent towns is 
highly desirable and the present difference of one 
hour is bound to cause widespread confusion. 

The argument that all farmers are opposed to 
daylight saving time does not hold up too well 
under investigation. The contention of many town 
business men who have made a point of asking their 
farmer customers for an opinion is that the majority 
are not greatly concerned over the issue. It is 
surprising, too, to learn that many farmers of the 
district are already operating on fast time, many 
making the change simply so their time would be 
the same as radio time. 

Getting back to the general pieture, it is 
unfortunate that such a situation should have been 
allowed' to occur, arid whether the blame rests with 
the Dominion or Provincial government or with local 
udhorities themselves, steps should he taken to 
prevent a recurrence of this confusion next spring.

Yes, it*s been a long:, bard win- 
ter—long for all Canadians and 
hard for our property which has 
had to withstand months of winds, 
rain, hail, sleet and snow. With 
spring in command of the weather 
situation at last, we whuld do well 
to think about giving a break, with 
paint and repairs, to the buildings 
which stood us in such good stead 
all winteT. 

The ravages which winter wea¬ 
ther brings to buildings can be 
seen on all sides. On exterior sur¬ 
faces bare wood is showing, iron 
is rusting and masonry is chipping 
off. Interipr walls have become 
soiled and scarred. Floors have be¬ 
come shabby, especially where 
traffic has been heavy. Putty on 
windows has become loose, or 
fallen out entirely. The calking 
around windows and doors has 
shrunk so that they no longer can 
do their proper job. 

In other words, spring is here— 
and springtime means clean-up, 
paint-up, fix-up time. 

Before any painting is done, all 
necessary carpentry, masonry and 
other work should be attended to. 
Loose boards should be securely 
fastened, badly split or rotted lum¬ 
ber replaced, mortar joints point¬ 
ed, loose chimney brick cemented, 
corroded gutters and downspouts 
replaced, shingles installed where 
needed, roof coatings used where 
necessary, windows and doors 
calked, new window panes substi-, 
tuted for broken ones; all these 
preliminary jobs should be done. 

Next, surfaces must be proper¬ 
ly prepared. All loose paint and 
all foreign material must be re¬ 
moved. Loose paint may be remov¬ 
ed with a scraper or wire brush. 
Scrubbing with a cleaning solu¬ 
tion may be necessary for the re¬ 
moval of mud and grease.. 

Where old paint is rather thick, 
as under eaves and at other places 
not reached by the sun, rain and 


dew, future trouble may be avoid¬ 
ed by its complete removal, or at 
least by cutting it down with sand¬ 
paper. This treatment also im¬ 
proves the adhesion of the new 
coat of paint. 

Many hinges, screws, nuts, bolts 
and other metal work should have 
loose paint, rust and scale remov¬ 
ed with a wire brush or scraper. 
Holes over counter-sunk nails 
should be filled with putty. When 
painting don't neglect the shutters 
and fences. It's the careful atten¬ 
tion to accessories that marks the 
well-pointed property. 

If any of the old interior paint 
is loose it should be scraped off 
and the bare spots should be lev¬ 
eled with a spackling,, or patching, 
compound. This material may also 
be used to fill cracks in old paint 
or plaster. Large areas of loose 
plaster should he removed and the 
holes filled with patching plaster. 

If the wear and tear on a floor 
finish has been quite general but 
not very severe, cleaning with 
paint thinner and simple refinish¬ 
ing will probably be satisfactory. 
However, in many cases, traflie 
has been concentrated in several 
scattered areas, the finish has 
been worn away entirely, and the 
wood itself damaged. Refinishing 
will result, in a non-uniform -ap¬ 
pearance. The best procedure is 
to use a sanding machine to re¬ 
move all of the old finish anil elim¬ 
inate the scarred wood.
